Air Force Air Mail Service 
In Mediterranean Theatre Of 
War Is Highly Organized System 


(By Squadron Leader John Clare, R.C.A.F. Public Relations 
Officer in North Africa)

AUGURATION of the Royal Canadian Air Force air mail service for 
Canadian members of the armed forces in the Mediterranean theatres of 


war was particularly welcome to the hard-working staff of a British Army 
base post office in Algiers. With a fast distribution system already highly 
organized the only way they could make their customers happier was to 


get the letters from home more quickly. 
realized these “agents for the home folks” are happy. 
— 


These lads have been doing one of 


the biggest “they serve without glory | 


jobs" in the war. They combine 
many of the qualities of a missing 
persons bureau, a beagle and a 
friend from home. 

It's hard to imagine, but just sup- 
pose there were a Royal Canadian 
Air Force lad in this area who didn’t 
want his mail. He would have a 
hard time hiding from Flight Lieut. 
Al Davies, of Prince Rupert and his 
staff. They operate on the principle 
that mail is important; that it 
Should get to the boys on the squad- 
rons immediately if not sooner. Their 
adherence to this principle brings 
them back at nights to work until 
11 and 11:30. 

“Tre boys come back of their 
own accord. They say there isn’t 
much for them to do in the evenings 
anyway,’ says Flight Lieut. Davies. 
There are times when you hear men 
on the squadrons speak with some 
acidity of the activities or lack of 
activity of the mail bag crews. They 
seem to have that vague and illogical 
resentment that some others have for 
cops It’s understandable 
there comes a time in the life of 
everyone in the Service when mail 
fails to arrive in large quantities. 
Whatever the cause, it has nothing 
to do with the men who are respon 
sible for sending it on its way to the 
right address. 

Flight Lieut. Davies provided 
personally-conducted tour of his es- 
tablishment recently. 
were being constructed for mail. In 
one corner of the sorting room, one 
of the voluntary night shift workers 
was grabbing a.few hours’ sleep. 
Silently and smoothly a new batch 
of mail was being sorted and des- 
patched and on the other side of the 
room the outgoing mail was being 
parcelled and fired into bags by 
young men who had pitching arms 
that should get them contracts with 
the Yankees when the war is over.

Oil Shipments : 


To Spain Halted 
By United States 


WASHINGTON.—The United States 
has suspended oil shipments from 
the Carribean area to Spain for Feb- 
ruary, it was learned on excellent 
authority. 

The step is understood to be part 
of a general reconsideration by the 
United States government of Spain's 
over-all position with regard to the 
war. 

Spain has been allowed an ex- 
tremely limited amount of fuel oil 
and gasoline from the Caribbean area, 
practically her only source of supply. 
The agreed quotas supply most essen 
tial needs but make it virtually im 
possible for Spain to gather any re- 
serves, 

Matters involved in reconsidera- 
tion of Spain’s position regarding the 
war include that country's failure to 
release Italian ships interned in her 
ports, to control adequately German 
agents operating on her territory, 
and reduce export of war materials 
to Gemany. 

The sudden step on Spain's part 
was the negotiation recently of an 
agreement with Germany providing 
400,000,000 pesetas credit (about 
$40,000,000) to the Nazis. 

The credit was accorded Germany 
as payment for debts incurred dur- 
ing the Spanish civil war. 

This was a severe blow at Allied 
efforts to reduce strategic German 
imports, since during the last six 
months Germany has received little 
from Spain because of the Nazis 
lack of pesetas.

Germans import from Spain is wolf-| 


ram, ore from which tungsten is de- 
rived. The Allies have adequate 
supplies but have made vigorous 
efforts to prevent German acquisition 


of the vital metal, used to make 
armor-piercing steel.

To Win Peace 

The days are moving quickly to- 

ward the bitter and decisive phase 

of this terrible drama of a world 


at war. General Eisenhower, who 
has made no rash or foolish state- 
ments, has said that victory will 


come in the west in this year 1944. 

Victory! It is easy for us to seize 
on the word as though it were some- 
thing without cost, something already 
accomplished. It is easy to delude 
ourselves, as we have deluded our- 
selves too often in these four and a 
half years of war. “Hitler is mad,” 
we said with a strange confidence, 
as though a madman leading a mad} 
nation might not be the world’s un- 
doing. 

“The Maginot Line,” we said, as 
if there was alchemy in the word 
to protect us from the _ inevitable. 


We waited day by day, confident of 
its coming. When that failed we 
thought of bombing Germany into 
submission in a short space of time 
and at relatively small cost.

A GOOD SOLDIER 


Has Killed 52 Germans In Two Years 
Of Fighting Near Her Home 

A 17-year-old Dalmatian girl who 
says she killed 52 Germans and she 
doesn’t know how many Italians in 
two years of fighting near her home, 
has been quickly nicknamed by Allied 
soldiers stationed at a camp of Yugo- 
slav refugees. 


To the soldiers she is “Annie 
Oakley of Split.” 
Her real name fs Anka, which 


translated means Annie, and she is 
one of the most colorful personalities 
in this tented desert camp set up as 
the first haven in the Middle East 
for war-stricken Yugoslavs, 

A short, stocky youngster with 
curly dark hair, Anka had fought 
continuously with the guerillas in the 
neighborhood of Spit since she was 
15 years old, the age all eligible 
Partisan children join the army. 

Most of the other refugees also are 
from the Dalmatian region, and their 
tattered clothing and pale faces be- 
spoke the hardships of continually 
fighting and dodging the Germans 
since 1941, 

They have earned the praise of re 
lief officials as the best disciplined 
and most easily handled group of 
refugees ever to arrive in the Middle 
Fast. 

The most striking point about them 
is their highly developed political 
and social consciousness, especially 
among the committee of five men 
who along to govern the 

The committeemen, whose 
range between 23 and 47 
years, were allowed to leave Yugo- 
slavia because they no longer are fit 
for military service.

Seasonal Farm Plan for 
Insect Control 


There must, we fear, always be a 
large measure of guess work in farm 
planning until we can confidently 
forecast weather and markets, How- 
ever, we have encountered a scheme 
for planning tillage operations so as 
to discourage insect pests, and we 
are reprinting it in our “Seedtime 
and Harvest” leaflet. Copies may 
be obtained from Line Elevator 
Company grain buyers, or from 
the Agricultural Department, The 
North-West Line Elevators Associ- 
ation, Winnipeg. 

Entomologists in Western Canada 
have not confined themselves to 
laboratory study, but have worked 
closely with the farmers themselves 
in finding methods for controlling 
field crop insects. 

The leaflet to which we refer is 
a copy of 2 mimeographed publica- 
tion of the Division of Entomology, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, prepared and issued by the 
Saskatoon Laboratory. It is con- 
cerned with the control of grass- 
| hoppers, wireworms, cutworms and 
| wheat stem cawfly. Emphasis is 
placed on the methods of tillage 
and timing the various operations 
s0 as to discourage the multiplica- 
tion and spread of insects, 

Enormous losses are suffered as a 
result of insect attack. In some 
cases, losses are attributed to other 
causes, For example, if stands of 
grain are thinned by cutworms or 
wireworms, weed growth is encour- 
aged. Insect control is an important 
factor in fighting weeds.
